TKAIN DERAILED BY CHARGE 


OF DYNAMITE, 


ROBBERY WAS THE PURPOSE 


EXPRESS TRAIN GOES INTO THE 


DITCH. 


FORTUNATELY 
NONE 
HURT 


MISCREANTS \VRECKED WRONG 


TRAIN AT YORK, PA. 


York, Pa., Nov. 16.— The south* 


western 
express on the Northern 


Central railway, duo in this city at 
10:44 (p. m,, -was -wrecked last night 
by a charge of dynamite placed un- 
der the track near Black Ridge, a 
short distance nortli of York, The 
train was running at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hour when the 
esplosion occurred. 
Passengers on 


the train were severely shocked and 
consternation prevailed. All escaped 
injury, 
A piece of rail two and a 


'half feet long was blown out of the 
track and three coaches were de- 
railed and drawn over the ties a 
distance of 200 feet "before the train 
was brought -to a stop. Engine No. 
3053, which drew the train, had its 
headlight blown off and the windows 
of the cab were shattered.

'day coach were badly wrecked. 


•Pour Pullman, cars, a day coach, a 


combination car and an express car 
composed the train. The spot where 
the wreck occurred is surrounded by 
high hills on one side and the 
Codorus creek -on the other and is one 
of the loneliest places between Har- 
risburg and Baltimore. It is be- 
lieved that the object of the perpe- 
trators was robbery. The police ad- 
vance the theory that the robbers 
had set the dynamite for the Buffalo 
express, which is said to carry con- 
siderable money, but for some unac- 
countable reason that train passed 
over the charge without exploding it. 


At tho place 
the explosion 


occurred a hole was blown in 'the 
rc-ad'bed large enough to bury a man. 
Where the rail was 'broken the edges 
were cut off almost as clean as if 
dona by sllie&rs. 


Tho explosion occurred immediate- 


ly under the day coach, -winch was 
four oars befhind the engine.

on the floor of the cars unitil the 
tram stopped.

During the mutiny Waldrupa was 
stationed in a tower 'on the stockade. 
In a fig'ht thait ensut'd he was shot 
in the 3iip. He fell to the floor, but 
raised himself «nd 
fired into the 


crowd, killing- Quinn Fort, 'one of 
the ringleaders. 
A moment later 


Waldrupe, while in the act of firing 
again, was struck between the eyes 
wita a pistol ouuet. Tiien several 
convicts entered the tower to secure 
weapons. Waldrupe, although mor- 
tally wounded, clubbad the first mnn 
down with Ms rifle and then fell ex- 
hausted. He was later rescued by 
other guards.

against the Horton Manufacturing 
company and John C* Peters for dam- 
ages in the sum of $10,000, The suit 
is based on the allegation that 
Charles Dolan came to ids death on 
the 21st of November, 1899, by 
reason of the negligence, contribu- 
tory and direct, on the part of the de- 
fendants in the suit. It will be gen- 
erally remembered that about two 
years ago Dolan, vho was employed 
at the Horton company's works, in 
the west end, died from the result of 
injuries received in a ratfher peculiar 
manner. 
He was employed as fire- 


man at the factory and went into a 
well near the factory to repair the 
pipe used to supply the steam boilers 
with water. A plank upon which he 
was standing broke and he was pre- 
cipitated into the water in the well. 
This water, by reason of an alleged 
defect in tho pipe referred to, 
heated to almost boiling point by the 
steam, escaping from the defective 
pipe, and Dolan was scalded to death 
in the well. 
The complaint alleges 


all these things and says that the de- 
fendants to the suit were aware of 
the dangerous condition of the pipe; 
that they had not made any effort to 
prevent the clogging of the valves in 
the injector whicli allowed the steam 
to escape into the well that no 
was placed over the moutih of the 
pipe, and that the well itself was im- 
properly covered. A further allega- 
tion is made that the boiler in the 
factory had not been inspected ac- 
cording to law. The complaint is a 
lengthy one and was penned by 
Breen & Morris.

The bank is fully protected, 
it is said, by the bonds of both Cor- 
bett and Zolleinhoffer.

Corbett had been, in the employ of 
the bank for eighteen years. He was 
look*>d upon as a man of exemplary

picion attached to him up to tho time 
of his death. 


According to General Meserole, on 


Friday of last week George Zollein- 
hofCer, one of the receiving tellers, 
went to Cashier William Burns .\nd 
confessed to him that he (Zoilehi* 
hoffctj and Corbett had for the p".st 
two or fhree years taken funds from 
the institution for the purpose oi 
stock gambling, and that so far as 
ho could cstimato the amount that 
had been lost was between $50.000 
and $60,000. Cashier Bums 
had 


Zolleinhmoffer repeat bis confession 
to President Meserole and a meeting 
of the trustees of the bank followed. 


The u*.a:aination was not concluded 


that day, nor is it yet conclude!, but 
irregularities enough were found to 
show that Zolleinhoffer had nst ex* 
aggerated the extent of the defelca- 
tions.

ONLY NEEDS SIGNATURE. 


London, Nov. 16.—So far as the 


British government is concerned, all 
that remains to be done in connection 
with the isthmian canal is for Lord 
Pauncefote and Secretary of State 
Hay to affix their signatures to tlie 
new treaty. Such minor suggestions 
as ensued after the British ambassa- 
dors arrived at Washington have all 
been disposed of and the foreign office 
awaits news of the signing of the 
convention, though it has not re- 
ceived any intimation as to when this 
is likely to occur. No draft of Uio 
treaty has been cabled hc.re, for the 
very good reason that the text of the 
document is safely locked away in 
the foreign office files, where it has 
been since prior to Lord Pauncefote's 
departure from this country. 
The 


ambassador was empowered to sign 
on behalf of Great Britain the first 
day he arrived in the United States 
if such a course seemed to him ad- 
visable. He is acting with full power 
and the officials presume that he is 
only awaiting the convenience of the 
state department at Washington.

But that-moral gravi- 
tation may bo resisted. Just as you 
may pick up anything from the earth 
and hold it in your hand toward 
heaven, just so, by the power^ of 
God's grace, a fallen soul may be lift- 
ed toward peace, toward pardon, to- 
ward salvation.

TRAIN AT YORK, PA. 


York, Pa., 
Nov. 10.—The south- 


western 
express 
on the Northern 


Central railway, duo in this city at 
10:44 rp. m., -was wrecked last night 
by a charge of dynamite placed un- 
der the track near Black 'Ridge, a 
short distance north, of York. The 
train was running 
at -the rate of 


forty-five miles an Jionv when the 
esplosion occurred. 
Passengers, on 


the train, were severely shocked and 
consternation, prevailed. All escaped 
injui-y. 
A piece of rail two and a 


half feet long- was blown out of the 
track and three coaches 
were de- 


railed and .drawn over the ties a 
distance of 200 feet before the train 
v/as brought -to a stop. Engine No. 
3053, -which drew the train, had its 
headlight blown off and the windows 
of the 
cab were 
shattered. 
The 


trucks under an. express car and a 
•day coach were badly wrecked. 


'Four Pullman cars, a day coach, a 


combination car and an express car 
composed the train. The spot where 
the wreck occurred is surrounded by 
high hills on 
one 
side 
and the 


Codorus crosk on the other and is one 
of the loneliest places between Har- 
risburg and Baltimore. 
It is be- 


lieved that the object of the perpe- 
trators -was robbery. 
The police ad- 


vance the theory that the ro'bbers 
•had set the dynamite for the Buffalo 
express, which is said to carry con- 
siderable money, but for some unac- 
countable reason that train passed 
over the charge without exploding it. 


At -the plnce wUitre the explosion 


•occurred a hole <wns -blown, in 'the 
roadbed 'large enough to buiy >a man. 
Where the rail was 'broken the edges 
were cut off almost 'as derm as if 
don-a 'by Shears. 


The earplosion occurred imiiicdl.i-te- 


ly under the day coach, wlhich -was 
four cars behind the engine.

Corbett had been, in the employ of 
the bank for eighteen, years. He was 
]ook<*l upon as a man of exemplary 
Ambits and not the slightest

picion attached to him up to tho time 
of his death.

Friday of last week George ZoHein- 
hoffer, one of tho receiving tellers, 
went to Cashier William. Bums And 
confessed to him that he (Zollcin-

been since prior to Lord Pauncefote's 
•leparture from this country. 
The 


ambassador was empowered to sign 
on behalf of Grefct Britain the first 
day bo arrived in tbe United States 
f such a course seemed to him ad- 
visnble. He is acting with full power 
aud the officials presume that be is 
only awaiting the convenience of the 
state department at Washington.

If He is the creator of all things, 


each of all things must be worth His 
care, else, would He not have created 
it. 
Also it is presumable that for 


everything His wisdom had an end 
in viepr; otherwise "blind 
chance 


would have to be considered the care- 
taker of what the Most Eiffh made, 
but could not manage. 
Neither our 


religious sense nor our common, sense 
consents to such an. absurd conceit. 


The nobler and more rational view 


is that He upholds all things by the 
•word of His power. 
But there is not 


a sparrow fnlleth to the ground with- 
out His notice, and "the very hairs 
of your head, arc- all numbered." 
ARCTTSES INTEREST IN STUDY. 


Thess thoughts of God are mighty 


uplifting. 
They excite in us an in- 


terest to study His dealings with in- 
dividuals and with races. 
And no 


sooner do we tako up this study than 
the Hebrew nation fills the field of 
observation. 
To account for the Jew 


of history without recognizing- Ga'd 
at every str.ge is beyond the possi- 
bility of fair speech. 


Time and again in the early ages 


of Israel the whole future of the race 
of Abraham hung upon a contingency 
which any breath of chance—if we 
believed 
in 
ch-ance—might 
havo 


caused to go the opposite oC the way 
it actually wont. 
And iu the birth 


and breading of Moses we may sue an 
instance of this which should deepen 
our faith in. a completely overruling 
Providence. 


One cf the titles given to Moses at 


a biter day was: 
"Moses the Man 


of G-od." 
He might have bean truly 


called the child 01 God, and the babe 
of God, because the events of his in- 
fancy and youth do so manifest the 
oroiection and provision of the Al- 
mighty. 


THE PERILS OF HIS YOUTH. 
The perils cf his youth arc univer- 


sal. 
Half the human race die in 


infancy, as 
statisticians 
tell us. 


Death seems doubly diligent to de- 
stroy infant life, so that we have a 
very army of ailments known as 
children's diseases. 
Hut group in 


your thoughts all that illnesses and 
accidents are liable to do against 
your darling, and compare the same 
with the perils that overhung the 
son of Jochehed. 


The Pharaoh Sc-ti I., .in despotic de- 


termination to reduce the number of 
his Hebrew slaves, commanded the 
nurses to kill every newborn boy. 
That decree was sweeping enough, 
one would think, to crush the homes 
and hopes of the Hebrews. 
But tlio 


nurses, with more humanity than 
the monarch, outwitted him and gave 
a plausible reason why "they did not 
kill all the boy babies as they were 
born.

CHINESE AGRICIT-LTURE. 


According to tho Chinese accounts, 


agriculture was not gradually devel- 
oped from rude beginnings, but hns 
a certain denniteuess of origin whioji 
it Ir.clcs in western history or tradi- 
tion. It wns the invention of tho 
Emperor Shin-Hung, who, succeeding 
I?uh-hi,"thc first emperor of Chin.i. 
ascended the throne 2,737 years B. C. 
It was he who "first fashioned timber 
into ploughs and taught the people 
th6 art of husbandry." 
He also dis- 


covered the medicinal virtue of plants 


and instituted the custom, of holding 
periodical markets for the barter of 
commodities. 
.Whatever basis or 


truth this tradition may lack it seems 
to prove one thing, namely, that the 
art, iu the form in which it is prac- 
ticed today, antedates all recorded 
history. In tlio west we may point 
to such and such an implement or 
method ns having originated at SUCH 
and such a date. In China no such 
progress is discernible. Agriculture 
is today what it was millenniums ago 
and what it may continue to be for i 
long time lo come.—The Forum:
